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LIBEL 8 U ITS AGAINST 
EDITORS, 
The recent Legislature enacted 
an Important law relative to libel 

leged damaging articles agaiaat 
persons. Under the old law an' 
editor who pnbtbbed a real or 
fancied derogatory article could 
be sued in any county in the State 
where even oxk copy of the pa- 
per regularly goes. Thus he was 
compelled to defend the suit at 
{Treat cost of time and money 
Many such suits are brought by 
lawers whose chief aim is to get 
money. They know that editors 
will sometimes be willing to com- 
promise for a stipulated amount 
rather than defend tlie case. We 
are pleased to know that such pro- 
cedure is not approved by many 
lawyers. 

We have not seen a copy of the 
new law. Some of its chief re- 
quirements arc that the suit shall 
be brought in the county where 
the accused or injured person lives, 
or where the paper is publish- 
ed, and that the penalty shall be 
limited to actual damages sus- 
tained. 

We quota from the Lexington 
Herald the following: 

"The writer knows that the pub- 
lisher of The Herald, whose or- 
ders are strict to omit any story or 
article making charges that can 
not be substantiated or which 
would unnecessarily wound the 
feelings of any one. has been fre- 
quently made to give up good 
money by designing parties, who 
know that as a matter of business 
it i> cheaper for him to pay them 
a sum than to light the cases in 
court, even though he be satisfied 
that there is no merit in them and 
that they could be easily beaten. 
It is for the protection agaioat 
such cormorants that the new libel 
law was urged. 

"Neither The Herald or any rep- 
utable paper would knowingly 

print a word derogatory to any 
man's character unless fully sus- 
tained b.v the (acta, and when, 
through error of its employes.

La Camargue Alone In France Fra- 
serves the Ancient and Honorable 
Sport of Falconry. 

La Camargaa scorna commonplace 
diversions. La Camargue alone. In 
this latter-day Trance of oura, pro- 
vides the great and entrancing spec- 
tacle of hawking. Falcon on wrist 
the southern sportsmen come to tha 
Rhone delta to Indulge in the aristo- 
crats pastime of falcony. which Is 
the princely relaxation of Arabia, 
India and the Kirghiz Steppes, the 
noblest sport of old France, the royal 
sport above all others. 

One cannot meet a hawking party 
in the Camargue plain without having 
Irresistibly brought to mind a vision 
of the days of old. Behind the varlets 
urging on the greyhounds, the howl- 
ing, barking pack, the whole court fol- 
lows the flight of the falcon pursuing 
the kite in the clouds above; a gallant 
chase, If erer there was, in which the 
ladies on their palfreys, clad In velvet 
gowns ar.d feathered hats, worn Guel- 
phlc fashion, canter in the front rank, 
with their coats looped up above the 
knee and boots of embroidered leather, 
vigorously spurring the horse. It was 
for tbem, always for them, that each 
vied with the other in the skill and 
elegance wherewith he threw the fal- 
con, recalled him after his victory and 
placed him gracefully upon his mis- 
tress' gloved wrist. 

La Camargue Is one great heronry; 
and. to a falconer, nothing In tha 
world comes up to "Hying a heron." 
He Is the finest bird of all to hunt 
The pink flamingo lets himself be bled 
without uttering a complaint, hardly 
more than a sad little cry, as though 
to beg for mercy; a few drops of pale 
red blood and all Is over. He dies 
gently and easily. With the heron the 
game Is more evenly matched; he is a 
fine, strong bird, a formidable and 
very crafty enemy. The falcon shoots 
up like an arrow In pursuit. The 
gray bird tries to disappear, but his 
enemy, who is struggling to soar 
above him in order to swoop down 
upon him. runs him close, harasses 
him, compels bim to pass the clouds. 
The tragedy Is consummated at a 
Kiddv height.— Andre Castalgne. in 
Harper's.

A dispatch from Frankf. rt says: 
"Unable to be alone for live 
minutes in his office, and worried 
over the prospects of the Mate not 
being able to its debts, Gov. Will- 
son was peevish last week, unci his 
visitors who came on missions re- 
garding bills were not cordially 
received. The Governor was tired 
of being pulled and hauled about, 
and wanted time to think, but the 
visitors poured in a steady stream 
into his office and nearly every 
caller wanted this or that bill 
signed or vetoed. 

"Never mind your name. Tell 
me what you want," was the greet- 
ing from the Governor to one 
delegation which called on him, 
The chief executive did not have 
time to listen to a lot of names. 
He wanted them to get to the 
point. 

"They accepted his suggestion, 
urging him to sign a bill making 
an appropriation. The Governor 
said: 

"Why didn't you come down 
here before. What do you mean 
by coming at this late hour? You 
should have been here long before 
this helping to pass a bill that 
would provide money to meet the 
appropiation you have asked. 
How can you expect the State tc 
pay you money when it has none? 
If those who wanted appropria- 
tions had come to Frankfort dur- 
ing the session and worked to get 
a bond issue bill through 
might sign appropriation bills." 

For weeks the Governor's office 
has been the Mecca for hundreds 
of persons.
